THE EASTER HAM 


Are you planning a roast ham 
for your Easter feast? You may 
find it economical to buy a larg- 
er roast than you need so youcan 
freeze the unused portion for la- 
ter use, says Gisela Pass, Ex- 
tension Home Economist withthe 
Hampden County ExtensionServ- 
ice, 

There are four main types of 
ham to choose from, The cook- 
before-eating, sometimes called 
uncooked, tenderized or regular 
ham requires thorough cooking 
before eating, The ready-to-eat 


ham is safe to eat, but the tex-' 


ture ‘and flavor is enhanced by 
further cooking, 

Abounding in flavor and pal- 
atability and completely ready to 
be served without further cook- 
ing are the fully cooked or cooked 
hams, Country-style hams that 
are more heavily cured, usually 
require soaking and parboiling 
before they are glazed and 
baked, 

If you do buy extra, perhaps 
some of the following recipes will 
appeal to you, 

Undercover Ham Casserole 
2c, cubed cooked ham 
2 tbls, butter or margerine 
1/4 c, chopped onion 
10-1/2 oz, can cream of mush- 

room soup 
1/2 c, milk 
1/4 tsp. pepper 
1/4 tsp, paprika 
1 tsp, Worcestershire sauce 
1 c, shredded cheddar cheese 
2c, hot mashed potatoes 

Melt butter in a saucepan, Add 
onion and cook for about 5 min- 
utes, Add ham, Blend in mush- 
room soup and milk, Stir in pep- 
per, paprika, and Worcestershire 
Sauce, Blend in cheese, Pour 
ham mixture into a 1-1/2 quart 
casserole whieh has been rubbed 
with butter, Spoon mashed pota- 
toes over ham mixture, Bake in 
a moderate over, 350 degrees F, 
about 15 to 20 minutes or until 
potatoes are lightly browned, 
Serve hot, 

Ham Kabobs 
8-12 1’? cubes cooked ham 
8 lg, mushroom caps 
1 can (8 oz.) pineapple chunks, 
drained 
1 med, gr. pepper, cut in pieces 
1 tsp, curry powder 
1/2 tsp, salt 
1/8 tsp, ground cloves 
1 tbls, minced onion 
1/4 c, lemon juice or vinegar 
1/2 c, salad oil 
1 tbls, cornstarch 
2 tbls, sugar 

Put ham cubes, mushroom 
caps, pineapple chunks, and green 
pepper on 4 metal skewers, 
Place’ in shallow baking dish, 
Combine curry, salt, cloves, on- 
ion, lemon juice and salad oil 
and pour over kabobs, Let stand 
about 30 minutes, Bake in hot 
oven 425 degrees F,, 20-25 min- 
utes, basting frequently, Mean- 
while combine cornstarch and su- 
gar in saucepan, Then add the 
pineapple juice plus enough wa- 
ter to make 1 cup; cook and stir 
until thickened; add marinade 
drained from baked kabobs, Serve 
Kabobs on hot cooked rice, top 
with sauce, Serves 4.
